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Introduction 

The  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  an 
independent  agency  of  the  federal  govern- 
ment, was  established  in  1965  to  strengthen 
and  assist  the  nation's  cultural  resources. 

The  Endowment's  goals  are  to  make  the  arts 
more  widely  available,  to  preserve  the 
nation's  cultural  heritage,  and  to  encourage 
growth  of  its  cultural  organizations  and 
creative  talent. 

Design  Arts  is  one  of  the  Endowment's 
twelve  program  areas  and  pursues  the  goals 
of  the  Endowment  through  both  grant  making 
activity  and  support  of  special  advocacy 
projects.*  In  its  fourteen-year  history, 
(1966-1980) , the  program  has  made  available 
more  than  $26  million  for  a broad  range  of 
activities  in  the  design  arts  — planning 
and  design  projects  in  communities  of  all 
sizes;  professional  education  and  develop- 
ment for  practitioners  of  the  design  arts; 
research  on  design  issues;  and  "awareness" 
projects  in  schools  and  communities. 

In  addition  to  grant  making,  the  program 
conducts  a Design  Excellence  Project  in  order 
to  encourage  both  citizens  and  the  government 
to  recognize  the  role  of  good  design  in  making 
our  environment  more  beautiful,  more  efficient 
and  less  costly. 

In  1977  Design  Arts  published  a ten-year 
report  (By  Design)  containing  a history  of 
its  activities.  An  outgrowth  of  this  report 
has  been  a series  of  smaller  booklets  on 
such  topics  as  downtown  revitalization,  adap- 
tive use  and  neighborhood  conservation.  The 
booklets  constitute  a series  entitled  "Selec- 
tive Grants",  each  with  a theme  and  descrip- 
tions of  a sampling  of  people  and  projects 
assisted  by  the  Design  Arts  Program,  and  are 
intended  to  suggest  useful  developments  and 
trends  in  the  design  field,  and  to  provide 
readers  with  sources  for  further  information. 

"Places  for  the  Arts"  draws  together  infor- 
mation about  the  Program's  special  interest 
in  facilities  for  the  arts  and  artists' 
housing.  By  supporting  the  planning  and  de- 
sign of  spaces  in  which  visual  and  performing 
artists  can  create,  present  or  perform  their 
work,  the  Design  Arts  Program  not  only  con- 
tributes to  the  vitality  and  success  of  other 
Endowment  programs,  but  also,  in  many  cases, 
contributes  to  the  revitalization  of  our 
cities  and  towns. 

Design  Arts  grants  may  be  used  for: 

. Cultural  district  planning. 

. Design  and  planning  of  rational  links 
between  cultural  facilities  and  other 
community  activities  such  as  transpor- 
tation, shopping,  working  and  housing. 

. Artists'  space  needs,  such  as  perfor- 
mance, exhibition,  teaching,  living 
and  working  spaces. 

. Design  of  special  objects  which  are 

needed  to  execute  a particular  art  form, 
such  as  a safe  and  collapsible  floor  for 
use  by  dance  touring  companies. 
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. Planning  to  ensure  that  artists,  often 
the  pioneers  of  the  revival  of  community 
areas,  will  not  be  displaced  as  land 
values  increase. 

. Design  of  cultural  facilities,  including 
the  redesign  of  old  buildings  to  meet 
changing  cultural  needs. 

To  carry  out  a grant,  an  applicant  might 
consider  sponsoring  a design  competition  as  a 
means  for  choosing  the  designer  who  will  work 
on  the  project.  Such  competitions  can  help  the 
public  be  aware  of  and  take  part  in  the  design 
process,  produce  new  solutions  to  design  problems, 
and  make  it  easier  to  discover  talented  young 
designers.  Grant  support  for  such  competitions 
is  available. 

Information  on  organizing  and  managing  a 
design  competition  is  available  from  the  pro- 
gram upon  inquiry.  In  selected  cases,  technical 
assistance  may  also  be  provided  by  the  Design 
Arts  Program. 

Most  of  the  grants  listed  here  have  been 
awarded  since  1973,  although  isolated  grants 
were  made  earlier.  Special  interest  has  been 
devoted  to  innovative  alternatives  to  expensive 
new  construction,  in  particular,  the  adaptive 
reuse  of  older  buildings  for  arts  purposes. 

Design  Arts  grants  in  this  area  have  supported 
projects  involving  a great  variety  of  buildings, 
including  churches,  armories,  movie  palaces, 
firehouses  and  industrial  buildings.  Grants 
have  also  supported  exploratory  research  into 
new  technologies  for  cultural  facilities  (e.g., 
a portable  arts  pavilion) , and  research,  con- 
ferences and  publications  on  "places"  for  the 
arts. 

A few  words  about  the  book's  organization: 
Grants  for  facilities  are  arranged  geographically 
by  city  and  state;  other  grant  listings  (e.g., 
conferences  and  publications)  are  arranged  al- 
phabetically by  fiscal  year.  A "Facilities 
Index"  appears  at  the  end  of  the  booklet  and 
lists  grants  by  the  type  of  facility  being 
planned  (e.g.,  museums,  community  arts  centers, 
theaters , etc . ) .
